REX BEGONIAS 
CULTURAL HINTS 


These are shade-loving varieties. Keep away from 
direct sunlight. A good potting mixture contains equal parts 
peat moss, sand, and soil rich in humus. Spaghnum moss 
is also an excellent growing medium. Do not press soil 
down hard because begonia roots are very fine. Feed 
once a month with any good liquid fertilizer. Don't discard 
if a plant drops its leaves; it will grow again from the old 
roots although it sometimes takes 3 months. Leaves of Rex 
Begonias are excellent for flower arrangements. These 
“painted leaf’ begonias are difficult to describe since color 
varies tremendously from young to mature plants; from 
one leaf to another on the same plant; from more or less 
exposure to sun or shade.
